Vancouver Police Believe That One of 
Men Arrested in Connection With 
Vancouver Tragedy is Murderer of 
Charles Atkinson.

Vancouver, May 80—That among 
the four men under arrest in the city 
on a charge of murdering Police Con- 
stable James Archibald there is also 
the probable murderer of Charles At- 
kinson who waa shot in the C.P.R.

This theory has been given weight 
by the discovery among the prisoners 
searched by the police of a watch 
which was stolen in a burglary last 
autumn at Port Moody.

Forty-four years ago the first pro- 
fessional ball club in the world was 
organized, It was the famous Cincin- 
nati Reds, the pioneer pald baseball 
club, in whose existence the great na- 


tional game, as it exists today, had 
its inception. 

In 1869 this club played through 
the entire season, from Mareh 15 til 


November 15, and never lost a game. 
It finished the season with a standing 
of 1.000, Its payroll for the ye 
including every cent that went to the 
players in salaries, was $9,500, 

There were 10 players on the.clul, 


of which one was a pitcher, Asa 
Brainard, and another was a substi- 
tute, The average salary per player 
was less than $1,000, or, to be exact, 
$950. The highest paid man wus 
George Wright, who got $1,400, the 
shortstop, Captain dye Wright 
pulled down $1,200 for his share,

BULGARIAN DELEGATE 
CONGRATULATES SIR EDW. 


Greeks Resent Friendship Grow- 
ing Up Between Bulgaria 
and Turkey

London, May 30.—The 
treaty of peace was signed 
| James’ Palace by the delegates of all 
the Balkan allies and of Turkey. Sir 
Edward Grey, the British foreign sec- 
retary, presided at the meeting. 

Dr. S. Daneff, the Bulgarian peace 
delegate, in the course of an interview 
after the signature of the preliminary 
treaty of peace, said: “I am rejoiced. 
It means not only Balkan peace, but 
general peace, and Europe is saved 
{rom one of the most thorny problems 
of the age. 

“We owe a deep Jebt of gratitude 
to Sir Edward Grey, whose endeavors 
in treating the matter has brought 
about peace much sooner than some 
of us had expected.” 

The first meeting of the peace con- 
ference has been fixed for Monday, 
June ind. 
| Greece Will Persist in| Demands. 


London, May 30.—-Greece, it 
learned, will persist in her demand for 
the cessation to her of such Macedon-
